Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed over prior art. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
canceled claim 2 and amended claim 1 to include the allowable subject matter that was indicated 
in the previous office action. Claims 4, 8 and 1 1 were amended to read as dependent on 
previously allowed claims 3, 7 and 10. 

Regarding claim 1, the limitation "auto-correlation function of symbol sequence is in an impulse 
state" is absent from the art. 

Regarding claims 3, 7 and 10, the limitation "frequency-offset estimation means for estimating a 
frequency-offset based on a phase difference between two neighboring sequences of K 
sequences" is absent from the art. Claims 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 and 12 depend on claims 3, 7 and 10, 
therefore, claims 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11 and 12 are allowed as well.
